Hear Dr. Pirnie 


Delivers Talks 
On Waterfowl 


Michigan has as 
many 
ducks 
within its 
boundaries 
as most 
comparative areas in Canada, Dr. 
Miles Pirnie, biologist of Michigan 
State College, said 
in 
talks 
on 
Monday at meetings of the Rotary, 
Kiwanis and Lions clubs. 
A graduate of Cornell 
univer­ 
sity, Dr. Pirnie has been engaged 
in waterfowl and game research 
work in Michigan for 22 years. He 
was director of the Kellogg Bird 
Sanctuary near Battle Creek for 
17 years. He is now doing research 
work and teaching 
at 
Michigan 
State College. 
Dr. Pirnie said that conservation 
clubs and private interests have 
done much to 
promote 
the 
re­ 
stocking of Michigan with water­ 
fowl. Such projects as the Todd 
refuge near Allegan and the Kel­ 
logg sanctuary have played im­ 
portant roles, and in more recent 
years the federal migratory wild­ 
fowl refuge at Seney has helped 
to improve the duck 
and 
geese 
situation in the state. 
Dr. Pirnie made a study of the 
Seney refuge’s possibilities about 
the time it was 
established 
IG 
years ago, and predicted then that 
Canada geese could 
be 
planted 
there successfully. A large num­ 
ber of these geese are now nesting 
in that Upper 
Peninsula 
marsh 
area. 
The large bodies of wider 
cre­ 
ated by dams of 
the 
Tennessee 
Valley Authority also 
have cre­ 
ated new areas to attract ducks 
and geese. As a result, these wa­ 
terfowl have been dispersed more 
widely in the United States, cre­ 
ating a situation which Dr. Pirnie 
regards as being highly desirable. 
The marshes at Portage Point 
on the south shore 
and 
at 
the 
head of Little Bay de Noc are at­ 
tracting several species of ducks, 
said Dr. Pirnie. lie warned 
that 
one should not make the mistake 
of thinking that excellent 
duck 
hunting will continue indefinitely. 
Bird population varies from year 
to year and conditions change in 
different areas, he pointed out.

General of the Arm y Douglas M acArthur, cli­ 
maxing a long and brilliant military career as 
the suprem e commander for the allied powers 
and governor of occupied Japan, has turned 
again to the job he does superbly—directing 


American fighting men in battle. Within hours 
after our governm ent’s momentous decision to 
use American forces to turn back Red invaders 
of Southern Korea, the 70-year-old general, one 
of the w orld’s most decorated soldiers, made a 


personal flying visit to the fighting front. His 
purpose was two-fold—to find out w hat was 
needed where, and to bolster the sagging morale 
of South Korean fighters.
